O you who have believed, decreed upon you is fasting as it was decreed 
upon those before you that you may become righteous - 

[Fasting for] a limited number of days. So whoever among you is ill or 
on a journey [during them] - then an equal number of days [are to be 
made up]. And upon those who are able [to fast, but with hardship] - a 
ransom [as substitute] of feeding a poor person [each day]. And 
whoever volunteers excess - it is better for him. But to fast is best for 
you, if you only knew. 

The month of Ramadhan [is that] in which was revealed the Qur'an, a 
guidance for the people and clear proofs of guidance and criterion. So 
whoever sights [the new moon of] the month, let him fast it; and 
whoever is ill or on a journey - then an equal number of other days. 
Allah intends for you ease and does not intend for you hardship and 
[wants] for you to complete the period and to glorify Allah for that [to] 
which He has guided you; and perhaps you will be grateful. 

And when My servants ask you, [O Muhammad], concerning Me - 
indeed I am near. I respond to the invocation of the supplicant when he 
calls upon Me. So let them respond to Me [by obedience] and believe in 
Me that they may be [rightly] guided. 

It has been made permissible for you the night preceding fasting to go 
to your wives [for sexual relations]. They are clothing for you and you 
are clothing for them. Allah knows that you used to deceive yourselves, 
so He accepted your repentance and forgave you. So now, have 
relations with them and seek that which Allah has decreed for you. And 




eat and drink until the white thread of dawn becomes distinct to you 
from the black thread [of night]. Then complete the fast until the 
sunset. And do not have relations with them as long as you are staying 
for worship in the mosques. These are the limits [set by] Allah, so do 
not approach them. Thus does Allah make clear His ordinances to the 
people that they may become righteous.

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Prohibited to you [for marriage] are your mothers, your daughters, your 
sisters, your father's sisters, your mother's sisters, your brother's 
daughters, your sister's daughters, your [milk] mothers who nursed 
you, your sisters through nursing, your wives' mothers, and your step- 
daughters under your guardianship [born] of your wives unto whom 
you have gone in. But if you have not gone in unto them, there is no sin 
upon you. And [also prohibited are] the wives of your sons who are 
from your [own] loins, and that you take [in marriage] two sisters 
simultaneously, except for what has already occurred. Indeed, Allah is 
ever Forgiving and Merciful. 
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And [also prohibited to you are all] married women except those your 
right hands possess. [This is] the decree of Allah upon you. And lawful 
to you are [all others] beyond these, [provided] that you seek them [in 
marriage] with [gifts from] your property, desiring chastity, not 
unlawful sexual intercourse. So for whatever you enjoy [of marriage] 
from them, give them their due compensation as an obligation. And 
there is no blame upon you for what you mutually agree to beyond the 
obligation. Indeed, Allah is ever Knowing and Wise. 
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And whoever among you cannot [find] the means to marry free, 
believing women, then [he may marry] from those whom your right 
hands possess of believing slave girls. And Allah is most knowing about 
your faith. You [believers] are of one another. So marry them with the 
permission of their people and give them their due compensation 
according to what is acceptable. [They should be] chaste, neither [of] 
those who commit unlawful intercourse randomly nor those who take 
[secret] lovers. But once they are sheltered in marriage, if they should 
commit adultery, then for them is half the punishment for free 
[unmarried] women. This [allowance] is for him among you who fears 
sin, but to be patient is better for you. And Allah is Forgiving and 
Merciful. (4:22-25) 



* The Book of Talaaq (Divorce). 
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O Prophet, when you [Muslims] divorce women, divorce them for [the 
commencement of] their waiting period and keep count of the waiting 
period, and fear Allah , your Lord. Do not turn them out of their 




[husbands'] houses, nor should they [themselves] leave [during that 
period] unless they are committing a clear immorality. And those are 
the limits [set by] Allah . And whoever transgresses the limits of Allah 
has certainly wronged himself. You know not; perhaps Allah will bring 
about after that a [different] matter. (65:1) 
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Divorced women remain in waiting for three periods, and it is not 
lawful for them to conceal what Allah has created in their wombs if 
they believe in Allah and the Last Day. And their husbands have more 
right to take them back in this [period] if they want reconciliation. And 
due to the wives is similar to what is expected of them, according to 
what is reasonable. But the men have a degree over them [in 
responsibility and authority]. And Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise. 
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Divorce is twice. Then, either keep [her] in an acceptable manner or 
release [her] with good treatment. And it is not lawful for you to take 
anything of what you have given them unless both fear that they will 
not be able to keep [within] the limits of Allah . But if you fear that they 
will not keep [within] the limits of Allah , then there is no blame upon 
either of them concerning that by which she ransoms herself. These are 




the limits of Allah , so do not transgress them. And whoever 
transgresses the limits of Allah - it is those who are the wrongdoers. 
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And if he has divorced her [for the third time], then she is not lawful to 
him afterward until [after] she marries a husband other than him. And 
if the latter husband divorces her [or dies], there is no blame upon the 
woman and her former husband for returning to each other if they 
think that they can keep [within] the limits of Allah . These are the 
limits of Allah , which He makes clear to a people who know. 
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And when you divorce women and they have [nearly] fulfilled their 
term, either retain them according to acceptable terms or release them 
according to acceptable terms, and do not keep them, intending harm, 
to transgress [against them]. And whoever does that has certainly 
wronged himself. And do not take the verses of Allah in jest. And 
remember the favor of Allah upon you and what has been revealed to 
you of the Book and wisdom by which He instructs you. And fear Allah 
and know that Allah is Knowing of all things. 
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And when you divorce women and they have fulfilled their term, do not 
prevent them from remarrying their [former] husbands if they agree 
among themselves on an acceptable basis. That is instructed to 
whoever of you believes in Allah and the Last Day. That is better for you 
and purer, and Allah knows and you know not. (2:228- 232) 



* The Book of Al Li'aan (Invoking Curses) 
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And those who accuse their wives [of adultery] and have no witnesses 
except themselves - then the witness of one of them [shall be] four 
testimonies [swearing] by Allah that indeed, he is of the truthful. 
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And the fifth [oath will be] that the curse of Allah be upon him if he 
should be among the liars. 
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But it will prevent punishment from her if she gives four testimonies 
[swearing] by Allah that indeed, he is of the liars. 
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And the fifth [oath will be] that the wrath of Allah be upon her if he was 
of the truthful. (24:6-9) 



* The Book of Ar - Rida (suckling of Milk) 
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Mothers may breastfeed their children two complete years for whoever 
wishes to complete the nursing [period]. Upon the father is the 
mothers' provision and their clothing according to what is acceptable. 
No person is charged with more than his capacity. No mother should be 
harmed through her child, and no father through his child. And upon 
the [father's] heir is [a duty] like that [of the father]. And if they both 
desire weaning through mutual consent from both of them and 
consultation, there is no blame upon either of them. And if you wish to 
have your children nursed by a substitute, there is no blame upon you 
as long as you give payment according to what is acceptable. And fear 
Allah and know that Allah is seeing of what you do. (2:233) 




* The Book of Qisaas (retaliation in kind) 
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O you who have believed, prescribed for you is legal retribution for 
those murdered - the free for the free, the slave for the slave, and the 
female for the female. But whoever overlooks from his brother 
anything, then there should be a suitable follow-up and payment to 
him with good conduct. This is an alleviation from your Lord and a 
mercy. But whoever transgresses after that will have a painful 
punishment.

And there is for you in legal retribution [saving of] life, O you [people] 
of understanding, that you may become righteous. (2:178-179) 



The Book of Hudud (Prescribed Punishments). 

* The Punishment for committing Fornication. 
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The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual 
intercourse - lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not 
be taken by pity for them in the religion of Allah , if you should believe 
in Allah and the Last Day. And let a group of the believers witness their 
punishment. (24:2) 



*The Punishment for Theft. 
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[As for] the thief, the male and the female, amputate their hands in 
recompense for what they committed as a deterrent [punishment] 
from Allah . And Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise. (5:38) 



The Book of Al Aymaan & An Nuzoor ( Oaths and Vows) 



* Oaths 
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Allah will not impose blame upon you for what is meaningless in your 




oaths, but He will impose blame upon you for [breaking] what you 
intended of oaths. So its expiation is the feeding of ten needy people 
from the average of that which you feed your [own] families or clothing 
them or the freeing of a slave. But whoever cannot find [or afford it] - 
then a fast of three days [is required]. That is the expiation for oaths 
when you have sworn. But guard your oaths. Thus does Allah make 
clear to you His verses that you may be grateful. 



*Vows. 
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They [are those who] fulfill [their] vows and fear a Day whose evil will 
be widespread. (76:7) 



The Book of Qadhaa ( Judgment) 
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And We have revealed to you, [O Muhammad], the Book in truth, 
confirming that which preceded it of the Scripture and as a criterion 
over it. So judge between them by what Allah has revealed and do not 
follow their inclinations away from what has come to you of the truth. 




To each of you We prescribed a law and a method. Had Allah willed, He 
would have made you one nation [united in religion], but [He intended] 
to test you in what He has given you; so race to [all that is] good. To 
Allah is your return all together, and He will [then] inform you 
concerning that over which you used to differ. 
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And judge, [O Muhammad], between them by what Allah has revealed 
and do not follow their inclinations and beware of them, lest they 
tempt you away from some of what Allah has revealed to you. And if 
they turn away - then know that Allah only intends to afflict them with 
some of their [own] sins. And indeed, many among the people are 
defiantly disobedient. 
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Then is it the judgment of [the time of] ignorance they desire? But who 
is better than Allah in judgment for a people who are certain [in faith]. 
(5:48-50) 
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But no, by your Lord, they will not [truly] believe until they make you, 
[O Muhammad], judge concerning that over which they dispute among 
themselves and then find within themselves no discomfort from what 




you have judged and submit in [full, willing] submission. (4:65) 



The Book of At'emah (Foods) 
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O mankind, eat from whatever is on earth [that is] lawful and good and 
do not follow the footsteps of Satan. Indeed, he is to you a clear 
enemy. (2:168) 
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Say, "I do not find within that which was revealed to me [anything] 
forbidden to one who would eat it unless it be a dead animal or blood 
spilled out or the flesh of swine - for indeed, it is impure - or it be [that 
slaughtered in] disobedience, dedicated to other than Allah . But 
whoever is forced [by necessity], neither desiring [it] nor transgressing 
[its limit], then indeed, your Lord is Forgiving and Merciful." (6:145) 
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Prohibited to you are dead animals, blood, the flesh of swine, and that 
which has been dedicated to other than Allah , and [those animals] 
killed by strangling or by a violent blow or by a head-long fall or by the 
goring of horns, and those from which a wild animal has eaten, except 
what you [are able to] slaughter [before its death], and those which are 
sacrificed on stone altars, and [prohibited is] that you seek decision 
through divining arrows. That is grave disobedience. This day those who 
disbelieve have despaired of [defeating] your religion; so fear them not, 
but fear Me. This day I have perfected for you your religion and 
completed My favor upon you and have approved for you Islam as 
religion. But whoever is forced by severe hunger with no inclination to 
sin - then indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful. (5:3) 



The Book of Al Ashribaa (Drinks) 
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O you who have believed, indeed, intoxicants, gambling, [sacrificing on] 
stone alters [to other than Allah ], and divining arrows are but 
defilement from the work of Satan, so avoid it that you may be 
successful. 
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Satan only wants to cause between you animosity and hatred through 
intoxicants and gambling and to avert you from the remembrance of 
Allah and from prayer. So will you not desist? (5:90 - 91) 
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And indeed, for you in grazing livestock is a lesson. We give you drink 
from what is in their bellies - between excretion and blood - pure milk, 
palatable to drinkers. (16:66) 



La-aj nTi\l 

And your Lord inspired to the bee, "Take for yourself among the 
mountains, houses, and among the trees and [in] that which they 
construct. 
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Then eat from all the fruits and follow the ways of your Lord laid down 
[for you]." There emerges from their bellies a drink, varying in colors, in 
which there is healing for people. Indeed in that is a sign for a people 
who give thought. (16:68 - 69) 




The Book of Libaas (Clothing) 
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O children of Adam, We have bestowed upon you clothing to conceal 
your private parts and as adornment. But the clothing of righteousness 
- that is best. That is from the signs of Allah that perhaps they will 
remember. (7:26) 
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O children of Adam, take your adornment at every masjid, and eat and 
drink, but be not excessive. Indeed, He likes not those who commit 
excess. 
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Say, "Who has forbidden the adornment of Allah which He has 
produced for His servants and the good [lawful] things of provision?" 
Say, "They are for those who believe during the worldly life [but] 
exclusively for them on the Day of Resurrection." Thus do We detail the 
verses for a people who know. (7:31 - 32) 




The Book of Jihaad 
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Fighting has been enjoined upon you while it is hateful to you. But 
perhaps you hate a thing and it is good for you; and perhaps you love a 
thing and it is bad for you. And Allah Knows, while you know not. 
(2:216) 
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Not equal are those believers remaining [at home] - other than the 
disabled - and the mujahideen, [who strive and fight] in the cause of 
Allah with their wealth and their lives. Allah has preferred the 
mujahideen through their wealth and their lives over those who remain 
[behind], by degrees. And to both Allah has promised the best [reward]. 
But Allah has preferred the mujahideen over those who remain 
[behind] with a great reward - (4:95) 
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O you who have believed, when you encounter a company [from the 
enemy forces], stand firm and remember Allah much that you may be 
successful. 
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And obey Allah and His Messenger, and do not dispute and [thus] lose 
courage and [then] your strength would depart; and be patient. Indeed, 
Allah is with the patient. (8:45 - 46)

And prepare against them whatever you are able of power and of 
steeds of war by which you may terrify the enemy of Allah and your 
enemy and others besides them whom you do not know [but] whom 
Allah knows. And whatever you spend in the cause of Allah will be fully 
repaid to you, and you will not be wronged. (8:60) 



The Book of Al E+aaq (Emancipation) 
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And never is it for a believer to kill a believer except by mistake. And 
whoever kills a believer by mistake - then the freeing of a believing 
slave and a compensation payment presented to the deceased's family 




[is required] unless they give [up their right as] charity. But if the 
deceased was from a people at war with you and he was a believer - 
then [only] the freeing of a believing slave; and if he was from a people 
with whom you have a treaty - then a compensation payment 
presented to his family and the freeing of a believing slave. And 
whoever does not find [one or cannot afford to buy one] - then 
[instead], a fast for two months consecutively, [seeking] acceptance of 
repentance from Allah . And Allah is ever Knowing and Wise. 
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But whoever kills a believer intentionally - his recompense is Hell, 
wherein he will abide eternally, and Allah has become angry with him 
and has cursed him and has prepared for him a great punishment. (4:92 
-93)
